The blues is an old and vener- 
able form, usually played by old 
and venerable black men with 
whiskey in their voices and dia- 
monds in their eyes. 

It’s hard to tell how old John 
Hammond is. Rumours rage that 
would place him anywhere from 
thirty to eighty-two. But he sure is 
venerable. His name and songs top 
every late-night blues dj’s play- 
lists, and collectors and imitators 
(the two are usually one) listen 
through his albums until they wear 
deep bluesy divots in the grooves. 

Still, McGill is an odd place to 
play the blues. “Being stressed” 
.usually rates higher on McGill 
students’ list of formative experi- 
ences than “Delta river floodin’”, 
“mean oP bottle got me down” or 
“hellhound on my trail.” The aver- 
age McGill student knows about as 
much about the blues as docs, say, 
Michael J. Fox - that is, nothin’. 

But never underestimate a bunch 
of posers. S elf-styled blues conois- 
scurs turned out cn masse las t night 
to see John Hammond play thcblucs 
guitar in the Union Ballroom — and 
a few real fans struggled in for the 
spectacle loo. 

Hammond played such blues 
favorites as, “I’m leavin’ my 
woman," “My woman left me," 
“Woman ain’t cornin’ back,” and 
“I don’t want her back anyway." 

Hammond is known for his spi- 
' der-fmgered fretwork and wailing 
harmonica. But his real talent is his 
voice. In one number, Hammond 
omitted words from the lyrics in 
each successive verse, until his 
voice took on a percussive quality.

great strides in its eight years. Nev- 
ertheless, the magazine has always 
been irregularly-published andhaid 
to find, so tlic publication of Bad 
Attitude: The Processed World An- 
thology by V erso is a blessed event. 

Bad Attitude covers the first five 
years of Processed World, ending 
with 1987, but it’ll be a while be- 
fore this material goes stale, since it 
makes most other social commen- 
tary seem about 20 years out of 
date. As Alexander Cockbum 
blurbs on its back cover, it fulfills 
“the first duty of radical journal ism : 
to describe the world as it actually 
is.” 

The book is large, green and 
pink, like lire mall culture it targets, 
and its feel ranges somewhere be- 
tween comic book and battering 
ram . After a history from anthology 
editor Chris Carlsson (better known 
to PW readers as "Lucius Cabins”, 
a name taken from assassinated 
Mexican peasant leader Lucio' 
Cabartas and in one edition further 
altered to “Luscious Cabbages”), 
tlic volume is divided into four 
sections: "The Cubicular World,” 
"Wage Slavery: The Tics That 
Bind," “Hooks and Ladders" and 
“Minor in the Bathroom”.

the human weights and measures 
dictated by Drancy’s unofficial 
medic, Jakob Bronski. A reasonably 
pure moment, though not equal to 
the attention lavished upon 
Melanie’s subsequent miserable 
life. 

B ut Cohen is no fool - he catches 
the myopia before it gels out of 
hand, asking how one can focus on 
the suffering of a single soul. 
Earthquakes, falling bombs, “chil- 
dren renting the holes in their bodies 
for drugs... Natives encysted on 
reserves in their own country,” even 
the Occupied Territories arc con- 
jured for context. But, in the end, 
context doesn’t protect him from 
the uncomfortable slide into bad 
emotional math. 

The manic statistician, coiling 
her loved ones in a loopy circle of 
infinity (plus or minus one) leaves 
marks like “maps." When 
Melanie’s husband, the tormented 
history professor, dies, Cohen calls 
in the cards and brings up that 4 truth’ 
word. 

"Maybe hconly wanted to marry 
you, not six million dead jews." 

The rural Ontario barnyard cli- 
max is great fun. Cohen calls it an 
“explosion”, which it may well be 
given the pace and placidity of the 
rest of Emotional Arithmetic. 
Melanie Lansing Winters, or 
Melanie Lancing Splinters as she is 
more descriptively named, registers 
a victory in this brief moment when 
external chaos matches her own 
internal chaos for the first time this 
side of the Atlantic. 

B ut added all logc\h<x Emotional 
Arithmetic makes a reader want to 
flee central Canada for the coast, 
even the west coast.

Canada may be the only nation 
that can make some kind of corre- 
spondence between hockey and 
short stories. It’s mostly a con- 
tinuum of popularity, which means 
short stories arc easy to read ’cause 
they come in bursts.

And I like Canadians - Marie- 
Claire Blaise, Sandra Birdsell, Joe. 
Rosenblatt, Elizabeth Smart, and 
the prc-Arithmelic Matt Cohen. 
From Ink Lake proffers stories by 
the above plus more than forty of 
their compatriots. The great 
Ondaatje lassoes the bunch in a 
mangey pluralist vision of a Canada 
wounded, clothed, inseminated, 
invented and just plain metaphored 
all over. But beware, this same 
Ondaatje calls My Antonia a "great 
memoir novel.” 

The anthology weighs about 
three pounds. Clearly a book meant 
to be read in bursts. 

The almond eyed face painted 
on Black Water 2's cover looks 
almost as spooked as the stories 
that, stacked, keep him two and a 
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half inches above.desk level. It’s 
another big book compiled by a 
Canadian as a follow-up to an earlier 
collection of “tales of the fantastic." 

Alberto Manguel came from 
Argentina, which is a far-away and 
exotic place in the chilled Canadian 
mind. The stories arc all over the 
place in terms of time, space and 
spectrum. But in terms of quality, 
they hover around a high and 
healthy constant. There is a lot of 
big names here: E3. White, Gabriel 
G arc fa Mârquez, Dorothy Haines, 
Arthur Conan Doyle.' -
